A GLIMPSE AT THE DUTIES OF THE OFFICE. 
The ainount of labor required in the Asges- 
sor's department will somewhat appear when 
it is stated that monthly returns have to be 
obtained from over 900 different persons .and 
companies, which are required to be entered 
in detail upon three separate lists, by the 
Assessor, one of which is sent tu the Collec- 
tor, one to the department et Washington, 
and the other remains in the Assessor's office.
